This Stage being MOSTLY an 
Outward Injury may be cured MOSTLY by Outward 
Means, as other common Sores are, provided there are but found 
External Remedies ſo oppoſite to the Yenereal Venom, as may 
diſlodge & carry it off from the Infected part, And thereby put 
an end to the Soreneſs, Heat of Urine, Iuamm tion & Pain. 
Which may (in 4 great meaſure) be . by a certain An- 
ti-Venereal Medicinal Lotion, to Waſh the Parts Out wardly 
with, which is Sealed up with the following Specifick Remedy. 
But Altho it may ſometimes happen that perſons ſlightly In- 
feQed, may by the timely uſe of Outward means be freed from 
the Injury; Yet Generally ſpeaking, tis not ſafe to rely foo 
much on this Method: 7hereaſon is, Becauſe altho the Infection 
may be but ſlightly received; yet the Blood Circulating thro 
thoſe parts where it lies; eaſier then is Imagined takes along 
with it ſome of it's minuteſt particles, being of ſo ſubtle a 
Nature, as to inſinuate themſelves into the Juices of the Body 
ſooner then Perſons are aware of.
